3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of the record fails to teach or suggest alone or in combination: 

A method for achieving frame synchronization of a received signal, the received 
signal being divided into frames with each frame comprising a plurality of slots, 
the method comprising: coherently combining frame synchronization correlation 
results with a slot synchronization phase, the slot synchronization phase 
determined by correlating the received signal with a slot a test phase difference 
is less than a threshold phase difference; coherently combining frame 
synchronization correlation results with a linear combination of slot 
synchronization phases when the test phase difference is greater than or equal 
to the threshold phase difference; and determining a frame boundary of the 
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received signal based on the coherent combination results, as recited in claim 1 
and in combination with other elements of the claim. 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The prior art of the record fails to teach or suggest alone or in combination: A 
wireless device comprising: a receiver for receiving a signal divided into frames 
with each frame comprising a plurality of slots; a combiner for coherently 
combining the frame synchronization correlation results with a slot 
synchronization phase when a test phase difference is less than a threshold 
phase difference or a linear combination of slot synchronization phases when the 
test phase difference is greater than or equal to the threshold phase difference; 
and a selection unit for selecting a frame boundary based on the output of the 
combiner, as recited in claim 9 and in combination with other elements of the 
claim. 

Claims 9-15 are allowed.
